3. Main Armament 


the caliber of the main gun,

The gun tube was approximately seven meters long and it had a double baffle muzzle 
brake. 
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4. Secondary Armament 

only one machine gun on this tank. It appeared to be a 25X1 

12-nan or 14 -mm AA machine gun and was mounted on the right side of the turret top. 

5. Tank Hull 

The tank hull appeared to be very long, wide, and heavily armored. It was 
streamlined and the curved lines of the turret were even with those of the. hull. 

Both the hull and turret had a very smooth surf See. 
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6. Driver 1 a Hatch 

The driver! s hatch was located similar to that of the JS-3 tank, just 
forward of the turret, in the center of the hull.
